LOW. COsT 
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Special Process 
Cleanses Rubber 


Akron, O., Nov. 3.—An intricate 
process is involved in reclaiming 
rubber, and the method used to re- 


move the fine particles of steel in| 


the old rubber has presented some 
difficulties. The following method 
‘is used by the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company to remove it:— 

Even after old rubber has been 
devulcanized, dried, milled and 
sheeted it still contains enough 
steel particles to make it unsuit- 
able for production purposes, so 
Goodyear puts it through a 
strainer, a machine that forces this 
rubber through three screens of 
graded fineness, removing every 
particle of steel which might have 
slipped through the other proc- 
esses. After this the rubber is 
given its final milling and sheeting 
and is ready to be used in the hun- 
dred and one ways possible. 

Reclaimed rubber serves a very 
useful purpose, inasmuch as it frees 
a large amount of pure crude rub- 
ber for articles requiring the origi- 
nal crude, and yet in many prod- 
ucts is equally as good as the crude. 
Development in methods for re- 
claiming such as are constantly be- 
ing worked on at Goodyear are fast 
making the product one that must 
be considered, especially when 
crude rubber prices are high.

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Why U nionize? 

UST at the moment the question of unionization in the 
automobile industry is getting a great deal of attention. 
Since the American Federation of Labor announced at its 

Detroit meeting that it was going after the automobile indus- 
trv, there has been much ink spilled and considerable amount 
of loose talk indulged in, which could very well have been 
spared. Some regrettable evidences of prejudice have made 
their appearance. 

People who should know better have pretended to 
see~in unionization of anythiag the onening wedge of 
Red Russian bolshevism. Now the gentlemen in control 
of the American Federation of Labor are not bolsheviks, 
they are just as patriotic Americans as the employers 
they oppose, but they are looking at the same problem 
from a different angle. It is strange how m1ny differ- 
ent aspects a single problem can present when looked at 
in the light of individual advantage. 

There have been times when the rules and regulations 





of union labor, made ostensibly to protect its members | 


against imposition, have worked severe hardship on employ- 
ers. In fact, such rules have sometimes made it impossible 
for employers to continue in business. On the other hand, 
unionization has undoubtedly helped labor in cases where it 
has been oppressed, overworked and underpaid. Unions 
have their legitimate uses. Naturally the unions feel that 
these uses cover a very wide field. Employers feel that if 
the unions are useful, it is certainly in some other field than 
the one in which the individual happens to be engaged. The 
observer in a somewhat neutral corner will feel that the use- 
fulness of any union will be limited by conditions in the par- 
ticular field in which it is attempting to operate. 
And for just this reason we do not believe that the drive 
of the unions for entry into the automobile field will be suc- 
cessful. Conditions for the automobile mechanic, both in the 
factories and in the shops, are too satisfactory; the men have 
too few grievances to feel the need of a union to right 
wrongs and protect them. : 
C. A. Vane, general manager of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, and a keen student of economic condi- 
tions, recently said: “Undér flat rates and production 


methods employed in the automobile business, automobile 


mechanics become partners in the profits of the production 
and maintenance enterprises. € \ 
trade term designating the apprentice automobile mechanic, 


in shops using flat rates, work at wage levels generally 
higher than those paid union mechanics in other lines of| 


factory employment.” 

That is the case in a nutshell. And that is the reason 
that we do not bel’eve the unions are going to get very 
far in the automotive industry. Furthermore, as long 
as automotive employers continue to give their men sat- 
isfactory working conditions as regards hours and 
wages, talk of unionization will meet with scant interest 
among the workmen. 

To the dealer we would say that it is his obvious play to 
see that conditions are maintained dn the best possible level. 
Flat rates, with their opportunity for ambitious men to in- 
crease their wages, are a great preventive of labor troubles. 
Get your shops on such a basis that there is no need for a 
union. —_———
